The [Kiiicy of the (tladatoiie t;ov 
eminent — ao weak and vacillatini,' in other 
matters — has been moat decided and 
manly in this Afghan busineaa. Tho 
"old land" has sprung to arma with a 
clan;,', and men and money, in unlimited 
number and quantity, aro available tu 
protect tho Gateway of India agaitiat the 
danger of a Uiis.siaii iiivaaioii. The Diiko 
of Argyle liaa recently published a letter 
on the Afghan question on which sub- 
ject — having been secretary of state for 
India for five years, and as author of two 
volumes on the eaaleiii (luealimi — h>3 
regarded aa an exjiert. lii tho course of 
his coiuuiuiiicat ion he says: "The con- 
quest by liuasia of the Tukko Turkomaiia, 
and all tho khanatoa of Central Aai.i has 
been inevitable. No civilization, no com- 
merce could be established in those re- 
gions until the conquest was accomplished. 
It is usoleas and uiuli;^nilied our perpetu 
ally renioiiatrating a^aiii.st advaneea which 
we could not prevent, and in tiie intereat 
of humanity ought not to regret. But 
none of thoao ■coriaideratiuiis apply to 
any advances of Russia across the border 
of Afghanistan. Wo must insist on the 
independence and integrity of that coun- 
try being respected, and so far as .-\fyhaii- 
istan shall be iiiider any pieiloininaiit in- 
iluencG wo must insist that this inlluence 
be ours. All parties are agreed in this 
doctrine, this policy, and in desiring that 
tho governniont shall carry it into ell'ect 
with lirnineta." Thus far the Britiaii 
government have won a great diplomatic 
victory over tho Russians.

IVOLSELEY'S TACTICS. 

Tho American uewspaiiers an: i)okiug fun 
at Lord Wolsi-ley tactics in the Soudan, 
asserting that liis expensive water tri]) n\> 
tho Nile to Korti was a huge military blun- 
der which cost tho English taxpayers S7,- 
000,000 without any good results. These 
critics assert without reason — abuse without 
considering all the eiri;umstunceH sorround- 
ing the ease. \Vols(-ley 's army set out- to 
rescue Gordon. Tlicy aMceiuled the Nile to 
Korti, whence (leii. Stewart'.s force was 
dia]jatclu-d across the desert t:) Ciadkid 
which lies on the Xih- almost in a stiaii^ht 
line from Jtorti. The desert trip was taken 
to avoid ft loop in the river and two catanu^ts 
which it would have been m-ci-Hsary to sur- 
mount had tho Nile above Korti been fol- 
lowed. At Gadkiil three of Gordon's 
Bleamora were found and iti thcni a rescuing 
party started immediatoly for Khnrtonm, 
only to lliid that place in the bauds of the 
rebels and Gordon slain. Tho expedition 
■was ten days hUc;. Had it left Knglaud ten 
days sooner Khartoum iiii;^dit have been 
saved and Gordon reseued; but Widseley 
can scarcely be charged with res])oiisibilily 
for the delay, which clearly rests with the 
ministry. However, that Ihe British coin- 
maudcr"H strategy was not at fiuUt is evi- 
denced by tho HUCcesH of tho movement 
across the deaert.

I some of 
them thrive because they are iiii|iorlu 
tions. Seed brouL'ht from a distanc- 
often produces a bettor crop. By a 
change of crops we are enabled to oc- 
casionally use a cleaning crop, and thus 
get rid of weeds and in some insiiinees 
accumulate humus. .Smne i-rops have 
long roots, others short. Ilv alternat- 
ing them nutriment is di-iiwn from dif- 
frenl parts of the soil .Some i-i i ips sioro 
up nuiriiiieiit and leave it in the soil.

The Directors have during the past year uiaile empiirics for the purpose of accepting the proposal 
made by H. C. Beeton, Esq., the Provincial agent in England, towards 'erecting a modern Hospital, but have 
foijin'd i^eab difficulty in obtaining suitable grounds m or near tho City, the present location being considered 
not entirely suitable, the question being of moment will b^la sxibject for the consideration of the new Board 
of Directors. , 

Tlu- Hospital has beeji kept in efficient condition, and tho visiting Surgeon Inus been attentive and 
active in Ins ilufcies. 

Tlu^ report of the Treasurer whii'li accoiupanii's this, will slinw that: altliougli ccDiKuny has been 
practic'oil, that the increased siclcness conseipieuL upon the growib ol' the ('ity shows c.duehisi vdy that inoi'e 
i'lmds will bo nHjuired for use of the nex.t }'ear, to kecj) tlu' institution up to its present rxcrlieiifc staiulanl.
